0  It  is  a  geneml  truth,  that  advancing  years  bring 

'       with  them  a  desii'e  to  know  more  of  our  orio-in  and 
W  ancestry,  and  the  kindred  desn-e  to  preserve  and 

perpetuate  both  our  own  and  the  memory  of  those 
gone  before.  The  family  Bible  has  been  the  work 
of  reference  which  supplemented  the  era  of  tradi- 
tional history  and  dated  the  three  eras  of  family 
life.  But  this  is  at  present  a  neglected  source  of 
A  "  information  and  a  cause  for  regret  that  so  many 
utterly  neglect  to  record  these  three  important 
events.  I  have,  therefore,  endeavored  to  afford 
our  namesakes  of  the  present  generation  a  place 
and  opportunity  to  continue  and  preserve  these 
important  and  interesting  items,  by  leaving  suffi- 
cient space  to  each  family,  which  can  be  easily 
and  readily  filled,  as  occasion  refpiires.  The 
personal  experience,  reminiscence,  locality  and 
environment  (history  quite  as  interesting  as  the 
dated  fact  of  births,  marriages  and  deaths)  cannot 
be  sup[)lied  from  this  source;  this  can  only  be 
rescued  by  the  local  historian.  There  is  truth  in 
the  old  adage,   "Evervbodv's  business  is  nobodv"s 
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business,"  wlierein  I  find  an  apology  for  attempting 
a  work  wliicli  deserved  to  l)e  entrusted  to  other 
and  more  al>le  hands.  But  I  was  unwilling  that  it 
should  be  true  of  our  family,  that  nobody  was  suffi- 
ciently interested  to  preserve  the  ])ersonal  history 
of  our  immediate  ancestors,  hence  I  have  employed 
such  leisure  moments  as  offered,  from  time  t<i  time, 
in  collecting,  collating  and  arranging  the  facts  set 
forth  in  this  volume,  animated  by  the  hojjc  that 
my  endeavors  nmy  interest  many  who  shall  come 
after. 

I  am  indel)ted  to  Mitchell's  History  of  Bridge- 
water  and  to  Kingman's  History  of  Xorth  Biidge- 
water.  for  much  of  the  information  cnntained 
herein,  and  my  acknowledgments  ai'C  also  due  to 
Mr.  Nathan  Keith.  "-'Mrs.  Serena  Southworth.  "^Mr. 
Martin  Wild,  and  many  others  whose  i)atience  I 
have  tested,  and  whose  only  compensation  will  be 
a  possible  satisfaction  in  })erusing  these  [)ages.

EARLY    HISTORY 


The  following  historical  sketch  from  '•Brown's 
Peerage  of  Scotland,"  furnisher  -r.me  interesting 
facts  concerning  the  early  hist'.ry  of  the  family, 
and  is  made  available  as  a  fitting  introduction: 

••This  ancient  family  is  supposed  to  derive  its 
oi-igin  from  one  Ro])ert,  a  chieftain  among  the 
Catti.  from  which  it  is  said  came  the  surname  of 
Keith.  At  the  battle  of  Panbridge.  in  100(5,  he 
slew  with  his  own  hands,  Camu-.  general  of  the 
Danes;  and  King  Malcolm,  perceiving  this  achieve- 
ment, dijjped  his  lingers  in  Cannis'  blood,  and 
drew  red  strokes,  or  pales,  on  the  toj)  of  Robert's 
sliield.  which  have  ever  since  been  the  armorial 
bearings  of  his  descendants.  In  1010  lie  was 
made  hereditary  marischal  of  .Scotland,  and  was 
rewarded  with  a  barony  in  East  Lothian,  which 
was  called  Keith  Marisclial.  after  his  own  name. 
The  island  of  Inchkeith,  in  the  Firth  of  Forth, 
was  also  bestowed  on  him.  Hi^  descendant.  Sir 
WilliauL  who  married  a  daughter  of  the  Earl  of 
Crawford,  had  a  son  >A'illiam,  whr.  was  created  Earl 
Marischal,  before  June,  l-loB. 

The  title  descended  lineally  to  William,  third  earl, 
who  had  t^'o  sons.  Robert  and  William.     Robert 
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was  slain  at  Flodden.  without  issue,  in  his  father's 
lifetime,  and  AVilliain  al<o  died  in  his  father's  life- 
time, leaving  a  son  William,  who  succeeded  his 
grandfather  as  fourth  earl.  The  fourth  earl  was 
succeeded  by  his  grandson  George,  fifth  earl 
(founder  of  the  Marischal  College,  Aberdeen,  1593), 
who  married  a  daughter  of  Lord  Hume,  and  left  a 
son  William,  sixth  earl,  who  married  the  daughter 
of  the  Earl  of  Panmiire.  and  had  a  son,  TV^illiam, 
seventh  earl,  who  dying  without  issue,  16B1.  was 
succeeded  by  liis  l)rotlier.  William,  ninth  earl,  who 
bv  a  daughter  of  the  Earl  of  Perth,  had  George, 
tenth  earl,  and  James.  The  tenth  earl  was  colonel 
in  the  Guards,  under  Queen  Anne,  but  joining  the 
rebellion,  in  1715.  wa>  attainted,  and  entered  the 
service  of  the  King  nf  Prussia.  He  was  next  of 
kin  to  the  Earl  of  Kintore.  who  died  without  issue, 
1761,  and  an  act  of  Parliament  was  passed  enabling 
him  to  inherit  the  estate  of  Kintore,  or  any  other 
that  might  devolve  to  him.  He  died,  unmarried,  at 
Potsdam.  1778,  in  the  '^fith  year  of  his  age.  His 
brother  James  was  a  lield-marshal  in  the  service  of 
Peter  the  Great,  of  PiU->ia.  and  afterwards  served 
with  the  same  rank  in  the  Prussian  army.  After 
manv  siirnal  services  he  was  killed  at  Hochkirch  in 
a  battle  with  the  Austrians  under  Marshal  Daun, 
in  1758;  and  a  su[)erb  monument  erected  to  his 
memory  at  Berlin,  by  order  of  the  King  of  Prussia, 
testities  the  estimation  in  which  he  was  held  by 
that  illustrious  monarch. 
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The  i'ei)rosentative  of  this  family.  Sir  Robei't- 
Alexander  Keith,  of  Ravelston,  claimed,  and  was 
allowed  the  otifiee  of  hereditary  knight  marischal  of 
Scotland,  in  virtne  of  which  he  officiated  as  keeper 
of  the  regalia,  on  the  visit  of  George  IV  to  Scot- 
land, in  1822.

Chief  Seats  were: — At  Dunnottar  Castle,  in  the 
county  of  Kincardine;  at  Fetteresso.  in  the  same 
county:  and  at  Inverurie  and  Xewburg,  in  the 
county  of  Aberdeen.'' 

Johnson's  Encycloi)edia  (Page  1517),  makes 
reference  to  several  other  distinguished  men  bear- 
ing the  family  name,  who  were  contemporary  with 
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our  aiieestor,  tlie  Rev.  James  Keith,  brief  sketches 
of  whom  may  prove  of  interest: 


'(^EORdE  KEITH  was  bom  at  Aberdeen,  Scot- 
hmd,  about  1()4(),  and  was  educated  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Aberdeen,  foi'  the  Presbyterian  ministi;v. 
He  ado])ted  Quaker  i)i'incii)U's  in  1H()4.  and  was 
associated  witli  William  Penn  in  defending  that 
faith.  He  soon  afterwards  came  to  America,  and 
became  Surveyor-General  of  East  Jersey.  In  IHDO, 
he  visited  Xew  England  as  a  Quakei-  ])reacher,  and 
was  engaged  in  disputes  with  Increase  and  Cotton 
Mather.  Returning  to  England  in  ITOB,  he  was 
appointed  rector  of  P]dburton.  in  Sussex,  where  he 
died  about  ITlo.  He  was  a  man  of  deep  learning, 
well  versed  in  Platonism,  and  wrote  many  theologi- 
cal works;  also  two  books  of. travel  in  America, 
l(H)i)  and  1 705,  and  a  new  theory  of  Longitude, 
I  709." 

•■AiJmmO  VfSrorXT  h'E IT//  {George  Keith 
Eli)henstone),  was  born  at  Eli)henstone,  Scotland, 
January  12.  I74n,  entered  the  navy  in  boyhood,  and 
as  post-ca])tain.  commanding  the  frigate  '"Perseus," 
took  i)art  in  the  action  of  Bunker  Hill,  177o.  and 
Fort  Mifhin,  on  the  Delaware,  1777.  In  1793  he 
served  with  the  Mediterranean  squadi'on,  under 
Lord  Hood,  at  Toulon,  and  as  Admiral,  was  des- 
l)atched.  in    1795,  to   o[)erate  against    the    Dutch  .X 

Colonies.     He  took  possession  of  Ca])e  Colony,  in  •    '" 

South   Africa,   Cevlon,    Malacca   and    the    Molucca 
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!  Islands,   and   in    August.   HOB.  cantnred  a   Dutch 

i  s(]uadron  near  Saldanha  Bay,   West   Africa.      For 

these   brilliant    services   he   was   created   an    Irish 
:  Peer,   as  Baron  Keith,  of   Stonehaven,    Marischal. 

I     '  In  March,  1800,  he  blockaded  Massina,  in  Genoa, 

;  co-o})ei*ating    with    the    Austrians,    who    besieged 

I  and    took    the    city.       He    also    co-o})erated    with 

I  Abercronibie     in    the   Egyptian    expedition,    and, 

I  in    I8I0,    commanded    the    Channel    fleet,    which 

.  [)revented  the  escai)e  of  Napoleon  1,  and  brought 

about  his  surrender  to  Ca[)tain  Maitland  of  the 
Bellerophon.  In  1814,  he  was  created  Viscount 
Keith  of  the  })eerage  of  the  United  Kingdom. 
Died  at  Pertshire,  Scotland,  March  10,  1823."" 

-Si)-  WILLIAM  KEITH  was  born  in  the  north 
of  Scotland,  about  1680;  became  Surveyor  General 
of  Customs  in  America,  for  the  Southern  Colonies; 
was  Governor  of  Pennsylvania  for  the  i)roi)rietors, 
1717-1726,  under  whose  administration  the  colony 
prospered.  He  was  author  of  a  History  of  Virginia 
(1738),  and  a  volume  of  tracts  and  i)apers  (17-1:9). 
Died  in  London,  November  17.  1749." 

Fi-om  the  foregoing  it  ai)i)ears  that  a  family 
dating  back  to  the  lOtli  century,  enrolling  on  its 
escutcheon  tlie  names  of  many  somewhat  famous 
characters,  has  some  claims  to  the  consideration  of 
its  descendants. 
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Rev.  .LUfES  KEITH  was  born  in  KUl,  edu- 
cated at  Aberdeen,  Scotland  (as  tradition  says  at 
the  expense  of  a  maiden  aunt).  At  the  age  of  18  he 
emigrated  to  tliis  conntiy.  Arriving'  in  Boston. 
in  l()f)2.  he  was  introduced  to  the  cliurch  in 
Bridgewater  by  Dr.  Increase  Matlier.  He  is  re- 
ferred to  in  the  records  of  the  church  '-as  a  student 
of  divinity,  having  some  comi)Ctent  time  im})roved 
his  gifts  amongst  them,  in  the  work  of  the  ministry, 
and  having  also  due  approl)ation,  by  tlie  testimony 
of  the  Reverend  Eklers  of  other  churches  of  Christ, 
to  wliom  he  was  known."  His  settlement  took 
place  February  18,  1064.  upon  the  following  terms: 
''A  double  house  lot  of  twelve  (12)  acres,  with  a 
house  built  thereon:  a  ])urchase  right,  so-called, 
being  a  tifty-sixth  i)art  of  the  original  grant;  and 
40  })ounds  annual  salary,  20  pounds  in  Boston 
money  and  the  other  half  at  home."  Many  and 
persistent  ettbrts  liave  been  made  to  trace  the  direct 
ancestry  of  the  Kev.  James  Keith,  but  thus  far 
without  avail.  As  has  been  observed  in  the  fore- 
going sketch.  George,  the  tifth  earl,  was  the  founder 
of  ^farischal  College,  Aberdeen,  in  L)9:i  and  it 
would  not  seem  improbable  that  the  Rev.  James 
Keith  obtained  his  education  at  this  college,  en- 
dowed by  a  kinsman:  certain  it  is  that  he  received 
his  education  at  Aberdeen.  Following  up  the  sug- 
gestion that  the  records  of  the  college  might  furnish 
the  desired  information,  the  writer,  thiough  a  friend, 
caused  investiiration  to  be  made.     Xo  records,  how- 
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I'ver.  could  be  found,  and  it  seeuis  i)rol)altle  that 
his  parentage  will  forever  I'eniain  in  obscurity.  He 
niariicd  Susanna,  daughter  of  Deacon  Samuel  Edson, 
May   :i  1()()S.  and  had  —

The  wife  died  October  16,  170-5,  aged  65  years. 
He  then  married  Mary,  widow  of  Thomas  AVilliams, 
of  Taunton,  1707,  who  died  July  23.  17Hi.  aged 
7()  years.     He  died  July  23,  1711). 

The  text  selected  for  his  first  sermon  wa>  from 
Jeremiah  1  :  6  —  "Behold  I  cannot  s})eak.  for  I  am 
a  child  ;  "  and  was  said  to  have  been  delivereil  from 
a  rock  in  the  '•  mill  pasture ''  near  the  river.  His 
advice  and  influence  with  the  civil  authorities  of 
the  colony,  seem  to  have  been  considerable:  in- 
stanced in  the  case  of  King  Philip's  wife  and  son, 
when  the  (piestion  as  to  what  should  be  done  with 
the  son  was  in  agitation,  he  slated  in  a  letter  to 
Rev.  ^fr.  Cotton,  "'that  he  was  in  favor  of  mercy." 
and  dirtering  from  most  others,  had  great  weiglit.  if 
indeed  it  was  not  decisive  in  s])aring  the  boy's  life. 

He  ])reached  the  sermon  at  the  dedication  of  the 
new  meeting  house  in  South  Bridgewater,  in  1717, 
two  years  only  before  his  death,  which  was  ])rinted 
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ill   tlic   Bridge  water   Moi/ifor  and   coiitaiiied   some  j 

pertinent  and   iin[>i'essive   remarks  on  the  subject  i 

of  intemperance.     "Besides  otliei-  evils."  said  lie, 
"which  might  he  mentioned,  1  wnuld  refer  particn-  \ 

larly  to  that  of  intem])erance:  .the  excessive  and  \ 

[)rodigioiis  expense  upon  strong  drink ;    above  all  | 

that  of  rum,  the  scandalous  and  horrible  abuse  of  i 

wliich  tlireateiis  ruin  unto  this  land  and  to  this 
place;  a  ruin  to  all  our  dearest  interests,  both  civil 
and  religious.  If  there  be  any  such  houses  among 
you.  as  I  fear  there  are,  that  vend  tliat  strong  drink 
contrary  to  the  law  of  God  and  the  wholesome  laws 
of  this  province,  let  such  of  you  as  are  vested  with 
civil  i)ower  and  stand  obliged  unto  the  oath  of  God, 
see  that  such  grievous  profanation  be  supi)i'essed, 
lest  that  ini(piity,  the  abuse  of  rum.  be  our  ruin." 
The  house  in  which  he  lived  and  died  is  now 
owned  by  George  M.  Pratt.  Es(j..  of  West  Bridge- 
water,  and  is  situated  on  the  north  side  of  River 
street,  near  the  intei-seetion  of  Forest  street.  It 
was  originally  built  in  1()(>2.  in  KiTS  enlarged,  in. 
1837  remodelled,  and  remains  substantially  the 
same  at  the  present  time.  AVilliams  Latham.  Esq., 
of  Bridgewater,  in  his  book  of  Ej)it;iphs,  gives  us 
the  inventory  of  his  ])ro})erty.  recorded  in  the  fourth 
volume  of  the  probate  records,  page  18o.  It  was 
taken  August  25,  1719.  and  contains  ten  items  of 
personal  property,  amounting  to  l(j7  jiounds  and  11  - 
shillings,    and    shows    the    internal    division     and    .'*  j 

arrangement  of  the  house  at  that  time,  corresponding 
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to  tlie  rooms  and  condition  of  the  house  at  the  time 
■of  the  alteration,  in  1837.  to  wit:  —

As  it  is  my  jjiirpose  to  confine  tliis  work  to  the 
families    of  the  descendants    of    the    Kev.    James 
Keith,  throngh  Timothy,  I  shall  omit  special  men- 
tion   of    other    1  tranches    of   the    family,   with    the 
r  .  excei)tion  of  reference  to  a  circumstance  connected 

r'  with  the  marriage  of  his  daughter  Mary.      She  was 

I  courted    by    E|)hraim    Howard,   not    much    to    the 

i  acceptance  of  the  old  minister.   Xotwithstanding  his 

objection  they  were  secretly  married,  and  were 
pursued  by  the  irate  father.  Arriving  too  late  to 
prevent  their  marriage,  he  returned,  and,  complying 
with  the  prevailing  custom,  i)reached  the  following 
Sabbath  from  Hosea  4:  17  —  -'Eijliraim  is  joined 
to  idols,  let  him  alone."  Time,  however,  softened 
his  spirit,  and  the  reconciliation  which  followed 
^  inclined  him  to  jireach  from  Jeremiah  81 :  20  —  "Is 
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Epliraiiii  my  dear  son?  is  lie  a  ])leasant  eliild?  fur 
siiu-e  1  s])ake  against  liiiii  1  do  earnestly  remember 
him  still." 

A  si)eeimen  oi'  liis  penmansliij).  in  jjossession  of 
Nathan  Keith.  Es(|..  Campello.  betrays  a  tine  hand, 
indieative  of  u'reat  preeision  and  neatness.  He 
was  bmied  in  what  isealled  "Tiie  Old  Grave  Yard," 
in  AVest  Bridgewater.  The  slab  which  covers  the 
monument  which  now  marks  this  grave  is  said  to 
have  been  made  by  William  Hudson,  a  mason.  It 
is  of  granite,  rough  hammered,  o  feet,  8  inches,  by 
()  feet. .")  inches,  and  o  inches  thick,  laid  hoi'izontally 
u})on  LLianite  slabs  set  uj)  edgewise  and  bolted 
together.  The  base  was  originally  broken  stone.  In 
1827.  Simeon  Keith,  a  descendant  thi-ough  Timothy, 
caused  the  above  described  base  to  be  substituted 
for  one  of  broken  stone,  the  inscription  on  slate 
tablets  being  rettiined.  The  inscription  reads  as 
follows:

TIMOTHY  (2).  fourth  son  of  Eev.  James  (1), 
was  born  in  l(>8:i  and  became  one  of  the  first  set- 
tlers in  the  north  parish  early  in  the  eighteenth 
century.  He  married  Hannah,  daughter  (»f  Deacon 
Edward  Forbes,  and  had  four  children,  viz.: 
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Timothy,  born  January  27,   1711: 
Abiali.  lH)rn  October  11.  1712: 
Xatlian.  born  December  1().  1714: 
Hannah,  born  Ai)ril  Kx  171S. 

Tlie  wife  died  May  28,  17(>).  He  died  X()veml)er 
8,  17H7.  ao-ed  88  years.  He  was  buiied  in  the 
burying-  ground  on  Main  street,  opposite  Grove, 
Campello.  The  grave  was  foi'uierly  marked  by  a 
brick  vault,  covered  with  a  slate  slab,  but  this 
having  become  dilapidated,  was  rei)laced  by  a 
granite  monument  in  18,Sl,  tlie  face  bearing  the 
Keith  Coat  of  Arms  with  this  inscription  :  "Timothy, 
son  of  Rev.  James  Keith.  H)88-17()7;'"  and  on  the 
nortlierly  side.  ''Erected  by  his  descendants.  1881.'" 

It  is  related  of  liim.  "tliat  leaving  the  paternal 
roof,  as  he  journeyed  out  into  the  wilderness  ])ros- 
pecting  for  a  site  for  his  future  liome.  having  crossed 
Trout  Brook  (the  present  IxMindary  line  between 
Brockton  and  AM^st  Bridgewater).  he  stood  for  a 
moment  upon  tlie  northerly  bank  and  sui'veyed  the 
[)lain  whicli  sti-etched  before  him.  then  turning  to 
his  comi)anions.  said,  l  am  satisfied  to  locate  here 
without  looking  further.'"  This  land  was  probably 
a  [tart  of  the  original  grant  to  his  father,  being  one 
tifty-sixth  ])art,  or  share,  divided  among  the  pro- 
prietors, including  all  that  ])art  of  Brockton  known 
as  Campello.  He  built  and  occupied  a  house  on 
the  site  now  occupied  by  the  residence  of  Caleb  H. 
Packard.  Escp     The  frame  of  Mr.  Packard's   resi- 
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(lence  is  supposed  to  be  i\  part  of  the  framework  of 
the  original  house:  and  tlie  old  well,  which  for  so 
many  years  slaked  the  thirst  of  the  early  settlers, 
still  dispenses  cheer  to  the  present  occn])ants. 
This  pro])erty  descended  to  his  son  Xathan,  to  his 
grandson  Nathan,  and  passed  into  the  hands  of 
Thomas  Packard  about  1800.  Timothy  Keith  is 
described  as  having-  been  a  man  small  in  stature 
and  of  frail  constitution.  The  writer  has  in  his 
[)Ossession  a  deed  containing  his  signature  convey- 
ing "ten  acres  more  or  less,  with  buildings  thereon," 
to  Levi  Keith,  in  17H6  (the  year  preceding  his 
death),  said  premises  ])eing  the  house  and  land 
situated  on  the  comer  of  ^Nfain  and  Plain  streets, 
Campello.  He  was  a  man  who  figured  conspicu- 
ously in  town  affairs;  his  father,  the  first  settled 
minister  in  the  parent  town;  himself,  one  of  the 
original  i)etitioners  for  the  establishment  of  the 
North  Precinct;  the  moderator  of  the  first  meeting 
held  after  becoming  a  Precinct ;  one  of  a  committee 
of  three  to  consult  with  Rev,  Mr.  Porter  in  rela- 
tion to  a  settlement  with  them  as  a  minister  of  the 
Gospel  —  indicate  him  to  have  been  a  man  of  influ- 
ence both  in  civil  and  religious  matters.

ABIAH,  seeond  son  of  Timothy  (1),  lived  in  a 
house  located  near  the  intersection  of  Trihou  lane 
and  Warren  avenue,  Campello.  The  well  used  hy 
the  family  is  now  covered  with  planks,  and  lies  in 
the  sidewalk  on  the  west  side  of  Warren  avenue. 

XATHAX,  third  son  of  Timothy  (1),  owned  the 
property  now  occupied  by  C.  H.  Packard,  Esq.. 
before  referred  to. 

LEVI  (4),  son  of  Timothy  (2).  was  born  August 
25,  1738;  married  Jemima,  daughter  of  Mark 
Perkins,  November  8,   1759,  and  had —

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He  died  in  1S13.  aged  7(1  He  (Levi!  owned  and 
ocen})ied  tlie  liouse  situated  on  the  corner  of  Main 
and  Plain  streets,  recently  the  residence  of  Cap- 
tain Zil)a  Keith.  This  was  conveyed  to  him  by 
Timothy  (1);  and  the  wiiter  has  in  his  jinssession 
the  deed,  dated  December  2(j.  17HS.  He  was  a 
tanner  and  shoe  manufacturer  (or  as  detined  in  the 
deed,  a  cordwainer).  The  site  of  his  tannery  was 
that  now  occupied  by  the  GarlieUl  House,  corner 
Montello  and  (xartield  streets.  In  excavating  for 
the  founchition  of  tliis  house  in  1880,  remains  of  the 
vats  were  found  in  a  good  state  of  preservation. 
The  h(nise  above  referred  to  (corner  Main  and  Plain 
streets)  was  built  in  174().  or  thereabouts,  probably 
by  Timothy  (1),  for  his  son  Timothy.  This  house 
has  very  recently  been  removed  to  a  location  on 
Plain  street,  and  on  its  site  George  E.  Keith  is 
erecting  a  family  residence.  William  Downie,  who 
came  from  Scotland,  with  Ins  son,  about  this  time 
(and  who  was  so  grieved  at  his  death,  which 
occurred  in  17T7,  that  he  soon  returned  to  Scot- 
land), was  employed  in  the  building  of  it.  It 
was  originally  a  square  house.  In  1838,  an 
addition  was  made,  connecting  with  the  north- 
westerly corner  of  the  house,  extending  north 
thirty  feet  and  in  width  twenty  feet:  attached 
to  this  addition,  on  the  northerly  side,  were  two 
sheds;  thence  westerly,  shed  and  shoj):  the  latter 
known  as  the  ''  Old  Ped  Sho})."  Shop  and  shed 
were  subsecpiently  removed,  and  a  further  addition 
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made  to  tluit  of  Ls:^8.  leaving  the  house  suhstaii- 
tiallv  as  at  i)reseiit.  His  (Levi's)  will,  under  date 
of  November  21.  iSOi).  provides  for  Jeniinia,  his 
wife,  the  use  and  improvement  of  one-third  part  of 
all  his  real  estate,  during  life,  and  also  one  cow 
and  all  his  household  furniture.  Xominal  l)e<[uests 
were  made  to  his  son  Levi;  to  liis  daughters, 
Jemima,  the  widow  of  William  Field,  and  to  Molly, 
wife  of  lehabod  Howard:  while  to  his  daughter 
Anna  was  l)e(pieatlied  "the  sum  of  .$L50,  and 
the  im})rovement  of  the  east  room  in  my  house, 
with  the  chamber  over  it:  with  so  much  of  the 
kitchen  oven,  cellar,  well  and  buttery,  as  is  needful 
for  her  use.  and  a  seat  in  my  pew."  Singularly,  no 
mention  of  this  daughter  (Anna)  is  made  in  the 
works  of  Mitchell  or  Kingman.  In  Moses  Gary's 
history,  she  is  referred  to  as  having  died  a  single 
woman.  She  is  buried  in  the  Campello  burying 
ground.  A  daughter  of  his  son  Levi  (Clarissa)  was 
drowned  in  the  well  connected  with  this  house.  A 
further  provision  of  his  will  be(iueatlied  to  his 
grandson,  Ziba  Keith,  the  dwelling  house  and  other 
buildings  adjoining:  to  his  son  Benjamin,  the 
residue  of  the  estate.  He  was  a  man  of  consider- 
able property  and  intluence  in  the  community. 
The  heavy  overhanging  eyebrow,  somewhat  char- 
acteristic of  the  Keiths,  is  said  to  be  responsible 
for  a  standing  joke  on  ••  Uncle  Levi,"  as  he  was 
familiarly  called,  in  that  it  was  asserted  that  when- 
ever Uncle  Levi  re(juired  a  bristle  (for   a   waxed

end)  he  siq)plied  hiiuself  with  a  suhstitute  \)V 
plucking  from  his  eyebrows.  It  is  also  said  that 
in  rendering  bills  for  the  repairing  of  shoes,  he 
invariably  charged  a  certain  sum  for  ta})ping\  and 
another  certain  sum  for  '"pester"  (referring  to  the 
lal)or  of  preparing  the  sole  and  heel).  He  was, 
without  (juestion.  the  })ioneer  of  the  shoe  industry, 
which  at  i)resent  employs  so  large  a  |)roportion 
of  ouri)opulation:  and  the  "Old  Red  Shop"  (familiar 
still  to  many)  was  the  original  shoe  factory  from 
which  has  sprung  this  immense  industry.  In  his 
old  account  book  are  to  be  found  the  names  of 
nearly  all  the  families  then  living  in  the  north  pre- 
cinct, whom  he  supplied  with  boots  and  shoes. 
These  accounts  were  settled  yearly,  and  this 
indorsement  was  invariably  used:  "  Reckoned  with 
Mr.  and  found  due,   (to  or 

from,  as  the  case  may  be)  £ s.  d."

Martha,  ^/ife  of  3enjannin    Keith. 
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He  (lied  Se})teinl)er  0.  LSl-l.  His  wife  died  June 
10,  18o2,  attainiiij;-  the  ripe  age  of  86  years.  The 
writer  has  in  liis  })ossessioii  her  daguerreotype, 
taken  but  a  sliort  time  previous  to  her  death,  and 
is  possibly  a  likeness  of  the  oldest  person  born  in 
Xew  England  bearing  the  family  name.  He  built 
and  oeeu[)ied  the  house  recently  removed  from  the 
corner  of  Main  street  and  Keith  avenue  to  a  loca- 
tion upon  the  north  side  of  the  latter,  near  "Warren 
avenue.  Tliis  house  was  oiiginally  a  story  and  a 
half  house;  raised  and  made  two  story  in  1815; 
remodelled  in  1853.  He  was  principally  a  farmer, 
and  owned  (piite  an  extensive  tract  of  land  on  the 
west  side  of  Main  street,  and  also  operated  a  tan- 
nery (located  on  the  present  site  of  the  Garfield 
House),  and  made  and  repaired  shoes.  At  this 
period  (1800),  the  ownership  of  all  the  territory 
comprising  what  is  now  called  Campello  was 
vested  in  the  Keith  family.  Beginning  on  the  west 
side  of  Main  street,  at  the  present  southerly  bound- 
ary, the  ownership  was  vested  in  Xathan  Keith; 
adjoining,  northerly,  was  land  of  Benjamin  Keith, 
Jonathan  Keith,  and  Shejjard  Keith,  to  or  l)eyond 
the  present  location  of  Forest  avenue ;  returning  on 
the  east  side  of  Main  street,  were  lands  of  Shepard, 
Jonathan  and  Levi  Keith,  to  the  West  Bridgewater 
line.  At  this  time  there  were  but  twelve  houses 
located  on  Main  street,  between  Trout  brook  on 
the  south,  and  Salisbury  river  bridge  (then  called 
Snow's  bridge),  at  Allen  street,  on  the  north,  viz.:

He  (lied  Sei)tenil)er  28,  1<S(52.  She  died  June

15oru  in  tlie  old  homestead  on  Main  street;  of  a 
strong,  robust  build,  he  was,  physically,  well  fitted 
for  the  oecupation  which  he  was  mainly  to  follow, 
vi/.,  that  of  a  farmer.  He  early  learned  to  nud<;e 
and  rei)air  shoes  from  his  grandfather  (Levi),  and 
for  some  years,  during  the  winter  months,  continued 
this  business,  inherited  from  his  ancestoi's.  in  the 
'•Old  Red  Slio})."'  As  his  sons  became  of  age,  they 
were  likewise  instructed  in  the  art  of  shoe-making, 
and  the  entire  nund)er  were  in  due  time  graduated 
from  the  benches  beneath  its  I'oof.  As  before 
remarked,  by  a  provision  of  his  grandfather's  will, 
he  came  into  i)ossession  of  the  property  on  the 
corner  of  Main  and  Plain  streets,  in  1813;  and 
ui)on  the  death  of  his  father,  in  LSl-t,  he  was 
appointed  administrator  of  his  estate.  He  also 
administered  upon  several  other  estates,  as  evi- 
denced by  })apers  in  the  possession  of  the  writer. 
May  29.  1816,  he  was  commissioned  by  Gov. 
Brooks  as  an  ensign  of  a  comi)any  in  the  third 
Regiment  of  Infantry,  1st  brigade.  Mh  division; 
and  December  .").  1822,  was  })romoted  to  a  cap- 
taincy in  the  same  company:  which  title,  then 
acquired,  attached  to  him  through  life.  As  a  man, 
he  was  u})riglit  and  just  in  all  his  dealings;  as  a  .J 

neighbor,    kind    and  res})ected.  willing   always  to 
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bear  liis  sliare  of  pi'ivate  or  ])ul)lie  burdoiis;  as  a 
father,  eoiisiderate  and  fiM'l»eariiig,  fulfilliii<:-  the 
summary  of  the  whole  law.  ••Serving  God  and  keei»- 
ing  his  commandments."  and  hv  ''Doing  unto  others 
as  he  would  they  should  do  unto  him." 

The  first  wife,  one  of  a  fanuly  renuirkalde  for 
their  domestic  attachment,  died  of  consumption, 
after  a  lingering  illness,  in  1832. 

The  second  wife,  fitted  by  a  long  exi)erience  as  a 
teacher  in  public  and  private  schools,  assumed  the 
care  of  a  family  comprising  seven  children,  the 
youngest  but  four  years  of  age  and  the  eldest 
eighteen. — a  responsiblity  which  did  not  a})pall  a 
strong  and  willing  heart.  Added  to  this"  number 
came  thi-ee  more  mouths  to  feed  and  frames  to 
clothe;  yet  tlie  busy  hands  toiled  on  from  the  early 
morning  until  the  midnight  hour  sounded  the 
advent  of  a  new  day.  To  hei'  praise  let  it  l»e  said, 
no  utterance  has  ever  found  expression  which  inti- 
mated anything  but  the  nuist  loyal,  impartial  devo- 
tion to  the  interests  and  welfare  of  her  family.  The 
exercise  of  those  motherly  (jualities,  remembered 
with  affection,  are  to-day  gratefully  acknowledged. 
Honoring  father  and  mother,  length  of  days  were 
hers,  continuing,  by  reason  of  strength,  four  score 
and  four  years,  before  she  was  called  home.

In  b"^l,)  he  bought  of  Silas  and  Josiali  Dunbar 
(they  of  Simeon  Keith  and  Sui^anna.  widow  of  Asa 
Keith.  I  the  house  situated  near  the  corner  of 
Main  and  Grove  Streets  (locally  known  as  the 
■•Temple.")  This  he  made  his  home.  Naturally 
strong  and  robust  the  journey  of  his  wedded  life 
was  entered  upon  with  flattering  prospects,  but  l)y 
an  accident  in  the  second  year  thereof  his  health 
was  very  nuich  impaired  and  his  ho[)es  and  antici- 
l)ations  seriously  checked.  While  ])reparing  varnish 
in  a  room  connected  with  his  dwelling,  it  took  lire, 
aud  in  endeavoring  to  extinguish  the  flames  he 
inhaled  the  fumes  and  smoke,  resulting,  as  before 
stated,  in  })ermanent  physical  debility.  He  re- 
moved for  a  while  to  Foxboro,  but  subse(iuently 
returned   and   located  on  Main    Street,   where   he 
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continued  until  his  deatli.     l^iko  liis  brothers,  early 

training   had    developed   in  him  correct   habits   of 

life  and  a  zealous  religious  interest,  which  he  ever 

maintained.      His    wife,   the    representative    of    a 

family  (Kingman)  which  has  been  so  closely  and 

conspicuously  identified  with   the  local  history  of 

this  town  and  city,  was  peculiai'ly  fitted  to  share  I 

the  misfortune  which  so  early  befell  her  husband. 

and  to  develo})  out  of  life's  distresses  a  spirit  of 

sclf-sacritice  and  resignation  which  made  her  home 

delightful.

His  early  life  was  passed  on  the  farm,  favored 
with  such  an  education  as  the  common  schools 
at  that  time  atfbrded.  bearing  the  age  of  man- 
hood,   he    decided    to    become    a    carpenter,    and 
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acconliiigly  served  an  ai)prenticeslii})  with  Daniel 
Carv.  At  tlie  expiration  of  his  term  of  ai)prentice- 
slii]),  witli  hut  fifty  cents  (his  entire  capital)  in  liis 
pocket,  he  ])rocee(lecl  to  Pawtucket,  K.  I.,  where  he 
accepted  an  offer  to  work  for  one  year;  returning, 
liowevcr,  at  its  exi)iration.  -'a  sadder,  if  not  a  wiser 
man."  liaving  lost  his  entire  year's  earnings  l)v  the 
failure  of  his  employer.  Nothing  daunted,  he 
now  commenced  business  for  himself  and  became 
l)rominent  in  building  operations  throughout  the 
town.  In  1S19,  he  bought  the  farm  of  Jonas  Keith, 
which  was  situated  on  the  east  side  of  Main  Street. 
The  next  year  he  removed  the  old  one-and-a-half 
story  house  and  built  his  dwelling  (recently 
moved  to  a  location  on  AVcst  Market  street,)  on 
the  site  of  the  i)resent  Franklin  building.  He 
was  commissioned  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  July  7, 
18)^7.  which  office  he  held  many  years.  He  served 
his  native  town  as  Selectman  in  1S45— 1848, 
and  ISol— 18o4,  inclusive.  His  interest  in  society 
affairs  was  sincere  and  practical.  He  built  the  third 
church  edifice  for  the  First  Congregational  Society  in 
1827.  Under  his  direction,  also,  the  tirst  house  of 
Worship  for  the  South  Congregational  Society  was 
built;  upon  its  completion,  in  1837,  there  remained 
un[)rovided  for  a  debt  of  >^1,300;  this  amount,  in 
addition  to  a  i)revious  subscription,  he  assumed 
and  paid.  The  timber  for  this  edifice  was  cut 
from  the  swamp  directly  east  of  the  Cam})ello  rail- 
road station.     The  disastrous  conflagration  which 
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visited  Cain})ello  in  18.58  destroved  this  building, 
and  again,  at  the  bidding  of  the  i)ai'isli,  hel)ecame 
chairman  of  a  eonmiittee  empowered  to  rebuild. 
Cond)ining  tliose  ([ualities  which  constitute  a 
successful  business  man,  he  also  possessed  and 
practiced  those  social  virtues  which  adorn  true 
manhood  and  make  the  world  better  for  the  intiu- 
ence  of  such  a  life.  His  wife  was  remarkable  for 
her  social  (pialities.  and.  though  in  feeble  health 
for  manv  years  ])revious  to  her  death,  Avas  always 
vouthful  in  her  interests  and  feelinus.

Xaturally  of  a  ••bookish"  turn  of  mind,  outdoor 
occupations  had  less  attractions  for  him,  and.  in  the 
gratification  of  his  tastes  and  inclinations,  farming- 
pursuits  were  neglected  for  the  less  severe  [diysical 
occupation  of  the  shop.  In  his  younger  days  he 
was  evidently  <piite  an  athlete,  for  it  is  related, 
that  at  the  ••raising''  of   Sprague's   Mill.   Factory 
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A'ilhiU'e.  a  wrest liiiii'  inatcli  wa^  plaiiiiLHl  for  the 
occasion  and  that  our  subject  was  pitted  against 
several,  all  of  whom  he  overcame,  Avhen,  as  a  last 
resort,  Lieutenaut  Isiael  Packard  was  brought 
foi'ward  to  contend  for  the  liniMis:  after  a  pro- 
tracted struggle,  he.  too,  was  thmwu,  it  is  s;dd,  ''to 
the  fcdrfiil  grief  of  the  Lieutenant's  brothei's.'"  By 
the  death  of  his  father,  in  ]S14.  he  inherited  the 
homestead  ( coiiiei-  of  ]\hnii  street  and  Keith 
avenue),  and  snbse(piently  cared  foi-  his  widowed 
mother  until  her  death  in  18.)2.  His  luisiness 
pursuits,  othei'wise  than  some  little  attention  to 
farming,  were  in  the  direction  of  shoe  manufactur-

She  died  October  24.  1873.  He  died  January  9, 
1882. 

I  well  remember  hearing  my  father  relate  this 
eircnmstance  attending-  the  "wedding  train"  of 
this  conple,  which  consisted  of  an  ox-sled  laden 
with  the  furniture,  etc..  destined  for  their  new 
home  in  West  Bridgewater.  This,  you  will 
observe,  was  March  29:  a  recent  snow  storm  had 
so  completely  tilled  the  ways,  and  to  such  a  de})th, 
that  the  neighbors,  without  exception,  "turned 
out"  to  break  a  way  through  the  drifts  in  order 
that  the  "bridal  train"  might  proceed.  This  they 
found  to  be  no  tiitling  undertaking,  for  into  such 
huge  drifts  had  the  snow  been  piled  that  tunnelins: 
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was  resorted  to  in  several  places;  iiiider  tlie  snow 
arch  they  then  i)roceeded.  arriving-  at  their  destin- 
ation at  the  ch)se  of  the  day.  A  snow  storm  ut" 
such  violence  at  this  late  season  of  the  year  was 
then  cunsidered  a  remarkahle  event.  His  occupa- 
tion was  that  of  a  farmer.  They  sul)se(piently 
removed  to  Manstield.  Mass.,  then  to  Waubeck. 
Wis.,  where  both  died.  He  was  a  deacon  in  the 
Baptist  church. 

•AIXO.V  (11 ),  youngest  son  of  Benjamin  (.5).  was 
horn  ^larch  (5,  LS02;  married  Susan  Smith,  of 
^lilford.  Conn.,  and  removed  to  Xew  Haven.  She 
died  October,  1867.  He  then  married  Catherine 
Poi'ter.  April.  186S. 

He  flied  October  3,  186S,  having  had  no  children. 
Like  his  brother  Charles,  he  was  a  well  informed 
man.  of  good  mind  and  strong  intellectual  (pmlities. 
but.  inclining  to  an  itinerant  life,  achieved  little 
succes>  in  business  enteri)rises.  He  was  employed 
in  Xew  Haven  as  colporteur,  and  subset piently  in 
Wisconsin. 

It  is  a  somewhat  remarkable  fact  that  this  family 
of  brothers  and  sisters,  six  in  number,  should  each 
have  attained  the  age  of  more  than  three  score 
years.  They  were  all.  without  exception,  members 
of  the  church,  identified  with  her  prosperity  and 
labors,  zealous  and  faithful  in  their  endeavors 
to  i)romote  her  welfare.  Does  not  the  })resent 
generation  owe  a  debt  of  gratitude  for  this 
legacy?     Surely,  '"Veritas  vincit"  (Truth  conquers.) 
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BEX.JA.U1X  (12),  eldost  son  of  Ziba  (B).  was 
l)()rii  October  li).  LSI 4,  in  the  family  lioniestead 
familiarly  known  as  the  "old  red  liouse  on  the 
coFner;"  mai-i'ied  Sei-aphina  Lothrop,  Decemher 
4th,  1839.  and  had—

Merton  S.,  born  Jannary  27.  18ol. 

He  died  Api-il  <S,  18.34.  She  died  Deeend)er  30, 
1883. 

rpon  his  marriage  he  occn])ied  a  tenement  in 
the  old  homestead,  but  in  1838  he  built  and 
oceui)ied  the  house  on  the  east  side  of  Main  sti-eet 
at  })resent  oeeui)ied  by  his  son.  Elmer  L.  He  was 
brought  u})  on  the  farm,  devoting  his  winters,  how- 
ever, to  the  shop,  as  was  then  the  eustom  among 
farmers.  Becoming  a  man  for  himself,  he  continued 
making  shoes,  although  for  several  years  before  his 
death  he  kei)t  a  livery  stable. 

He  was  a  man  of  a  warm,  social  nature,  respected 
by  his  ac(piaintances  and  friends.  He  was  the  hrst 
chorister  em})loyed  in  the  Sonth  Congregational 
Church,  serving  seven  years  in  the  i)Osition,  and 
also  taught  vocal  music.  His  wife  survived  her 
husband  many  years,  and  althougli  widowed  young, 
she  [)i-udently  reared  her  little  family,  and  died 
be(|ueathing  to  them  the  legacy  of  an  honored 
example  of  love  and  fidelity. 
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FIIAXKLIX  (13),  second  son  of  Zihii  ((J),  was 
l>oiii  Janiiaiy  28,  1816;  married  Betsey  Bailey,  of 
Sidney,  .Ale.,  Oetober  8,  1840,  and  had—

He  died  April  7.  1877.  Like  his  elder  brother, 
he  was  a  graduate  of  the  "Old  Red  Shop."  and 
l)ursued  the  business  of  shoe  making  for  many 
years,  until  the  rapidly  developing  manufacturing 
interests  absorbed  his  time  and  attention  and 
established  him,  in  1856,  as  a  partner  in  one  of  the 
largest  shoe  mainifacturing  tirnis  then  existing  in 
North  Bridgewater.  Like  his  elder  brother,  he  also 
brought  his  newly  wedded  wife  to,  and  for  a  while 
made  his  home  in,  the  old  family  homestead,  until 
he  became  able  to  provide  a  house  of  his  own. 
The  happy  custom  prevailed  here,  as  elsewhere,  of 
locating  the  sons  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  the 
old  homestead;  and  in  1843  he  built  and  occupied 
what  proved  to  be  a  permanent  and  happy  home, 
on  a  lot  adjoining  the  homestead  on  the  north. 
Here  he  labored  for  many  years  for  E.  X.  Holbrook, 
of  Randolph,  until  he  became  a  j)artner  in  the  lirm  of 
Martin  L.  Keith  t^^  Co.,  in  1856.  Their  trade  was 
largely  southern.     Upon  commencement  of  hostili- 
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ties  ill  18(>1,  and  tlie  suspension  of  trade  relations 
and  collections,  they  were  compelled  to  coini)romise 
with  their  creditors,  terminating  this  partnership. 
He  continued  business,  however,  in  a  small  way.  in 
a  shop  (since  a  dwelling)  on  Garfield  street,  until 
nearly  the  close  of  his  life.  Commending  himself 
to  the  peoi)le,  he  was  chosen  selectman  and  assessor 
in  I806,  and  again  in  1858.  He  was  the  head  of 
a  family  which  has  ligured  conspicuously  in  the 
business  history  of  Campello.  and  was  the  progenitor 
of  sons  whose  careers  have  been  marked  in  mercan- 
tile, moral  and  social  circles,  and  whose  generous 
deeds  and  good  qualities  are  universally  conceded 
and  commended. 

The  wife  and  mother  has  lived  to  share  the  success 
of  the  husband  and  sons,  and  as  a  devoted,  earnest 
Christian,  is  loved  and  respected  by  the  community.

This  fauuly  resided  on  South  street,  about  one 
mile  west  from  ^h\m  street.  The  father  was  a 
shoemaker  l)y  trade;  the  mother  a  toiler  for  her 
family,  to  whom  she  was  thoroughly  devoted,  and 
for  whose  comfort  self-denial  was  no  sacrifice.  She 
sang  in  the  South  Congregational  choir  under  the 
direction  of  her  brothers,  Benjamin  and  Martin  L. 

Sadly  we  note  the  singular  fact  that  the  entire 
family  now  sleep  side  by  side  in  the  Union  Ceme- 
tery ;  their  deaths  occurring  within  the  short  period 
of  ten  vears.

In  ])rei)ared  reminiscenses  of  his  life,  he  refers  to 
the  fact  that  at  the  age  of  eight  years  he  commenced 
his  business  career  "by  pegging  shoes  for  his  father 
in  the  "Old  Ked  Shop.'"  That  at  tlie  age  of  thirteen 
he  made  his  lirst  case  of  shoes,  taken  from  the 
factory  of  Hiram  French,  of  Eandolpli.  ^lucli  pre- 
ferring, as  he  himself  admits,  "the  labor  of  the  shop 
to  the  duties  of  the  school-room." 

He  early  exhibited  a  taste  for  nuisic.  learning  the 
I'udiments  from  Thomas  Gnrney,  who  kept  a  singing- 
school  in  an  o))en  chamber  in  the  old  homestead. 
He  was  director  of  the  choir  in  the  village  church 
16  years,  succeeding  his  brother  Benjamin,  and 
played  the  violin  which  constituted  a  part  of  the 
orchesti-a.  He  was  leader  of  the  Xorth  Bridgewater 
Brass  Band  several  years,  in  which  organization  he 
always  manifested  a  deep  interest.  He  very  pleas- 
antly refers  to  his  early  home,  also  to  the  death  of 
his  mother  in  his  tenth  year,  and  to  the  kindly  care 
of  father  and  step-mother  during  the  years  preceding 
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liis  marriage.  Directly  u\Ka\  his  marriage  he  com- 
menced lioiise-kee})ing  in  the  east  part  of  the  old 
homestead,  there  remaining  until  he  i)nrchased  of 
Luther  Hayward  the  house  on  Main  street  now 
occupied  by  Sylvanus  Keith.  This  o(;curred  in 
1847.  In  the  fall  of  the  same  year  he  hrst  began 
the  manufacture  of  shoes,  taking  soon  after  as  a 
{)artner  George  C.  Littletiehl.  This  i)artnership 
was  brief.  He  continued  the  business  alone  until 
18.)().  when  his  brother  Franklin  became  associated 
with  him  under  the  tirui  name  nf  Martin  L.  Keith 
cV:  Co.  At  this  time  the  large  factory  was  built  on 
the  corner  of  Main  and  Plain  streets  (subsecpiently 
destroyed  by  lire,  187T.)  He  assumed  the  buying 
and  selling  of  goods,  leaving  to  his  brother  the 
running  of  the  factory.  Fin<linLi-  the  dailv  travel  to 
and  from  Boston  irksome,  in  L^.58,  he  removed  his 
family  to  Boston,  leaving  behind  him  the  remains 
of  his  ehlest  son,  who  died  of  scarlet  fever  when 
four  years  of  age,  with  reference  to  which  he  says: 
"Among  all  oiu'  sorrows,  the  death  of  ^Nlyron  was  the 
greatest."  The  business  jiartnership  continued 
until  18()1.  when  by  the  oecurrence  of  the  Civil 
War  their  business  was  ruined  and  failure  ensued. 
The  remaining  years  of  the  war  gave  him  oppor- 
tunity to  retrieve  his  losses,  which  he  did  not  fail 
to  imi)rove. 

In  1877  he  retired  from  business,  abandoning 
himself  to  an  indulgence  in  the  pastime  of  tishing, 
hunting  and  travel,  which  had  been  held  in  check 
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l»y  the  jiressin'e  and  a))])lieation  to  business. 
Refemng  thereto,  he  says:  "About  all  my  youthful 
aspirations  have  no^Y  been  gratitie(h  1  have  visited 
every  State  in  tlie  Union,  excei)tinii"  Texas  and 
Oreg(»n.  and  every  Territory,  save  AVashington  and 
Alaska.  1  have  killed  buffalo,  bear,  wolf,  beaver, 
white  and  bhuk-tailed  deer,  l)adger,  otter,  mink, 
eagle,  l)rant.  hawks,  sage-hens,  gronse,  partridge, 
quail.  wood-e«ick.  On  my  second  trip  to  Rangeley 
Lakes.  I  took  ten  salmon  averaging  twenty-three 
pounds  each,  the  largest  weighing  thirty-three 
[)ounds." 

He  was  several  years  Sni)erintendent  of  the 
Sabbath  School  in  Campello,  also  one  of  a  committee 
appointed  to  rebuild  the  church  destroyed  by  fire 
in  1853. 

The  wife  was  true  and  devoted,  an  ardent  admirer 
of  nature  and  art.  a  good  friend  and  mother.  She 
rests  beneath  the  shadows  of  the  beautiful  Forrest 
Hills,  which  in  life  she  so  much  admired.

Learning  the  shoemaker's  trade  in  his  youth,  he 
continued  in  that  occu])ation  for  many  years,  resid- 
ing until  18(54  on  Ames  street,  in  the  north-easterly 
])art  of  the  town.  He  then  returned  and  engaged 
in  the  livery  bnsiness  in  what  was  locally  known 
as  -Drake's  Stable."  He  afterwards  built  and 
occupied  the  house  now  numbered  31  Plain 
street.  He  subsecjnently  sold  it  and  removed 
again  to  eare  for  Mr.  Xathaniel  Ames  (Ames  street) 
in  his  declining  years,  whose  farm  came  into  his 
possession  upon  his  death.  This  he  sold,  and 
retui-ned  to  Campello.  pin-chasing  the  house  corner 
of  Montelln  and  Plain  streets,  where  he  at  present 
resides.

F.  Thomas.

At  tlie  age  of  nineteen  he  coninieneed  liis  business 
career  l>y  ])urcliasing  of  E.  N.  Landers  Ids  shoe 
finishing  business,  located  in  a  Inulding  occupying 
the  lot  where  the  engine  house  now  stands  on 
Dei)ot  street.  Here  he  continued  until  1866,  when 
tlie  business  was  disposed  of  to.  George  Churchill. 
Associating  himself  with  Fisher  Copeland.  he  then 
conunenced  the  manufacture  of  shoes;  this  partner- 
ship continued  but  a  short  time.  He  then,  in 
com})any  with  his  brother  Edwin,  formed  a 
co-i)artnership  under  the  firm  name  of  Keith 
]5rothers,  which  continued  until  November,  1881. 
At  i)resent  he  is  associated  with  W.  E.  Whitman, 
undei'  the  lirm  name  of  AVhitnuui  &  Keith,  in  a 
factory  located  on  Clifton  avenue.  For  many  years 
lie  resided  in  the  old  homestead,  but  in  1875  built 
the  house  at  present  occupied  by  him  at  the  corner 
of  Main  street  and  Clifton  avenue.

(Keith  Brothers)  he  bought  and 
equip])ed  the  factory  on  Montello  street,  formerly 
occupied  by  George  Stevens,  and  is  there  still 
engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  shoes.  He  resides 
on  South  street.

Employed  in  the  shoe  nianufaetorv  of  his 
brothers,  M.  L.  Keith  A:  Co.,  until  the  age  of 
eighteen,  he  was  then  transferred  to  the  counting 
room  of  the  tirin.  in  Boston,  there  continuing  until 
July,  18(53,  when  he  returned  to  Caui})ello.  and 
associating  in  partnership  with  Embert  Howard, 
under  the  firm  name  of  Howard  A:  Keith,  cnnnuenced 
and  continued  in  the  gi'ocery  and  dry  goods  Imsiness 
until  180.),  when  the  business  was  disposed  of  to 
Jonas  Reynolds,  and  the  partnershij)  di^^olved. 
Subse(iuently  he  bought  out  .Air.  KeynoMs.  and 
continued  in  the  business  until  18(S2.  when  he 
dis])osed  of  his  business  interests  t'>  Pitts  cK: 
Hayward  and  Thayer  cV:  Whitman. 

He  was  ehosen  Selectman  in  187S.  and  as 
Rei)resentative  to  the  Legislature  in  187.3  and 
1870.  Became  Mayor  of  the  city  upon  its  organi- 
zation in  1882,  and  was  subse(iuently  elected 
Mayor  in  1884  and  188.3,  and  served  as  Senator 
for  the  Second  Plymouth  District  in  1887  and  1888; 
is  a  Director  in  the  Brockton  National  Bank:  Alce- 
President  of  the  Brockton  Savings  Bank:  and  was 
for  a  time  Treasurer  of  the  Brockton  Street  Pvailway 
Co.,  and  of  the  Campello  Co-operative  Bank. 

At  the  age  of  ten  years  became  connected  with 
the  orchestra  of  the  South  Congregational  Church, 
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then  under  the  direction  of  his  laother.  Martin  L., 
and  lias  since  been  engaged  as  niganist.  Resided 
in  tJie  ohl  homestead  until  l(SSo.  when  he  huilt  and 
removed  to  1260  Main  street. 

The  father  (Ziha  ()).  first  wife  and  chihh-en, 
including  Martin.  David  and  Xaney  C  were 
originally  buried  in  the  Campell"  lot.  This  yard 
in  1880  had  become  so  much  neglected,  that  it 
was  determined  to  remove  the  ln.dies  to  a  more 
secluded  and  sacred  s})ot.  They  were  accordingly 
removed  to  a  lot  in  Union  Cemetery. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  note  in  this  connection,  that 
recently,  by  the  erection  of  a  >uitable  fence,  the 
city  has  manifested  some  regard  \'nv  the  memory  of 
its  early  settlers.  It  is  also  a  ]ileasure  to  note  that 
fannly  ])ride  has  been  stimulated  tn  j)lace  over  the 
grave  of  Timothy  Keith  a  suitable  monument, 
marking  the  resting  place  of  an  ancestor,  and  one 
of  her  first  citizens.

He  was  born  in  X(^rtli  Bridgewater,  and  educated 
in  the  public  scIkiuIs.  Soon  after  marriage  he 
removed  to  Foxboi-o.  and  for  awhile  was  euij)loyed 
as  clei'k  in  the  village  store.  He  returned  early  in 
18ol,  and  in  cnnipany  with  his  brother,  Arza 
Benjamin,  commenced  the  mainifacture  of  shoes  in 
a  small  shop  connected  with  his  father  s  homestead. 
This  was  soon  out-grown,  and  in  18,")2  a  new  shop 
was  built  on  Main  street,  corner  of  Market,  which, 
at  that  time,  was  the  lai'gest  manufacturing  sho}) 
in  the  town.
